The raffls for the silk "crazy" quilt 


made by the ladies of the Belief Oerps 
will be raffled off at Nasby's Bazaar 
next Wednesday (July 27th) evening^ at 
7:30 o'clock. 


The advance train, containing t!ie ele- 


phants and other tamed animals of Bob- 
insou'ft circus, met with an accident 
near Huffaker's, about six miles from 
Reno on the V. & T. B. B., at 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning. In the forward part 
of the train were two flat cars containing 
ponies, horses, the camel, etc., while 
immediately behind them were two box 
cars containing the elephants and the 
little cow. When at the point above 
mentioned the forward flat car, in which 
two men were asleep, broke in two and 
the remaining three ears went crashing 
into it, completely demolishing three of 
the'ears and badly wrecking the fourth. 
Joseph McQaade, the boss animal man, 
was sleeping in the second box oar with 
the big elephants when the accident oc- 
curred, and other attaches were sleeping 
in the remainder. It is almost miracu- 
lous thai every one of them were not 
crushed and ground to atoms, but fort- 
unately, only one of the men in the 
front car was injured, but only slightly. 
The small elephant, named Cincinnatus, 
was severely and perhaps permanently 
injured in the right hind leg, but other- 
wise the animals also escaped injury. 
A strange thing took place in the first 
boi car that none of the men in charge 
can explain. The little cow was in the 
back end of the car before the accident 
occurred, and it appears that when the 
wreck took place the forward end of the 
car broke down, leaving the back end 
standing high on the track. 
When the 


little cow was found she was on Jhe roof 
of the forward end. The query is, how 
was she thrown out of the door of a box 
oar in such a manner as to land on the 
roof? 
Mr. McQuade stated that the 


large elephants were much frightened, 
and it was some time before they could 
be quieted. The largest one was thrown 
with great force against the forward end 
and side of tha ear where McQuade was 
sleeping, but did not smash the side of 
the strongly constructed car. 
This is 


certainly one of the most miraculous 
accidents that ever happened on a rail- 
road in this State. Had the engine not 
broken loose eveiy roan and every ani- 
mal would have undoubtedly 
been 


killed. 


WEECKED AGAIN. 


Robinson's circus train that met with 


the accident yesterday morning at Huf- 
iaker's, when at a town called Cuba two 
miles east of Brouco, met with another 
smash up that broke the back of one of 
the elephants. At this writing theie is 
no definite news from the wreck, but as 
far can be learned no lives were lost. 
It seems as though a strange fatality 
was overshadowing the circus and fol- 
lowing it up with the pertinacity of a 
demon.

it never came.

the spuds were planted, tent word home 
for their friends to "Look out for po- 
tato tops on that side," while George 
searched for even a "protoplasm." 
After awhile ho came to the conclusion 
that he waa not cut out for a farmer and 
abandoned the place in disgust.

potatoes are still there, and parties who 
nre into the secret say they have been 
growing under ground from yenr to 
year, until the whole country from the 
bottom of the post-holes to sheol is a 
mass of murphys, and if they could dis- 
cover the place they could furnish the 
world with potatoes for the next cen- 
tury.

As yet, the saving 
by the new system has not been wholly 
figured out, as the exact amount of 
quicksilver lost'cannot be ascertained 
until a olean-up is made of the lot of 
Chollar ore worked. In the run made 
on Consolidated California and Virginia 
ore H took a considerable quantity of 
quicksilver and amnlgam to fill up the 
many little holes and crevices into 
which it would naturally find its way, 
therefore the test for loss or saving 
quicksilver must be worked ont from 
the run on Chollar ore.
